Hon. Cone Johnson, candi late for governor, delivered a master­ 
ful address at Bridgeport Monday afternoon to one of the largest and 
most attentive crowds ever seen at a political speaking in Wise coun­ 
ty. 
The gentleman was introduced by Rev. T. H . Morris, pastor of 
tile M. FC. church of Bridgeport. 
Bro. Morris made a beautiful intro­ 
d u c to ry talk and paid a splendid tribute to Mr. Johnson’s matchless 
record as a clean citizen and as a man big and brilliant in the affairs 
of our state. 
Mr. Johnson immediately tcok up the discussion of the 
prohibition issue, and for two hours and twenty minutes the thousand 
of men and women who had gathered at the arbor were treated to one 
of tile most magnificent speeches ever heard in this section. 
His re­ 
marks were pitched on a high plane and free from the abuse and vi­ 
tu p eratio n characterizing Poindexter ’s efforts. 
He paid his respects 
to his opponents in a neat manner, saying there was very little differ­

Here the speaker read from a decision of the supreme court of 
I the United States, iii which the question was not only pertinent but 
i was directly decided, and that court holding that the states respective- 
| ly retained the power to prohibit the sale of intoxicating liquors with- 
j in their respective boundaries. 
But more than this, Mr. Johnson read 
from a decision of the highest court in this state, composed of those 
Holed and learned attorneys, Hurt, White and Wilson, in which decis­ 
i o n the question of statutory prohibition was discussed by that court. 
I Judge blurt, who was always an antiprohibitionist, but whose decis­ 
i o n s are noted for their soundness and accuracy and are quoted with 
{approval by the highest courts in the Uniten States, after having care- 
' fully considered the question and shown why the local option provision 
i w a s incorporated in our constitution, concluded with this statement, 
j “ To say that the state by thus incorporating said provision, that is the 
I local option provision, in its constitution divested itself by its legisla­ 
ture of prohibiting the sale of intoxicating liquors throughout the en­ 
tire state is too preposterous for this court to further consider.” 
Mr. Johnson’s speech was well received and liberally applauded, 
and after he closed several hundred men and women came forward to 
shake his hand and congratulate him on his splendid effort. 
Beyond a 
doubt the eloquent Tvlerman has punctured Poindexter’s boom in 
Bridgeport, and if indications are reliable he will carry off the vote 
there. 
The weakness of Poindexter’s platform was made plain, and 
the voters in that community are 
now realizing that the Cleburne 
m a n ’s stand for prohibition is so flimsy the enemiee of the liquor traf­ 
fic can hope for no relief from such a man.

POWER CONCRETE MIXER. 


.Homemade Device That Ie Useful on 
the Farm. 
Of interest to farmers who need 
cement for any purpose, such as lay­ 
ing floors or walks or making posts, 
is a bulletin issued by the Colorado 
experiment station which tells of mix­ 
ing concrete by machinery and prints 
the accompanying illustration of a 
homemade mixer, which is described 
thus: 
- Two pieces of 4 by 0 form the sills. 
Upon these two, uprights about three 
feet high are fastened. A one and one- 
half inch pipe passes through holes 
bored in the top of the uprights. Upon 
this pipe the mixing box is turned, and 
through the pipe the water is added 
to the mixture at the desired time. 
The water is poured in at the top of 
the upright pipe and flows down and 
out through holes which are drilled 
in the lower side of it. The other end 
of the pipe is closed by a wooden plug.

NEVER OPENING FLOWERS. 


POWER CONCRETE MIXER 


The ends of the box are made of 
pieces of 'J by n bolted together. 
A 
hole bored in the center of each end 
#/ 
forms the bearings. 
The sides of til*0 
box are made of one inch lumber and 
.are simply nailed to the mids with 
twelvepenny nails. 
One-half of the 
box is made so that it can be detached 
and lifted off when the mixer is to t»e 
tilled or emptied. 
The detachable half 
is secured to the other half by means 
of strong books so placed that by slip­ 
ping this half about an inch to one 
side all of the hooks are loosened at 
once. 
After it is in position the re­ 
movable portion is held in place by 
means of a barn door latch. 
The driving gear is simple, lait very 
effective, 
it consists of the rim taken 
from the wheel of an old rubber lire 
boggy. 
With the tire removed the 
grooved rim makes a very satisfactory 
wheel upon which to run a three-quar­ 
ter inch rope belt. 
The belt is driven 
by a small heave pulley, which is fas­ 
tened to the countershaft. 
A belt 
tightener is used upon tile rope, and 
by using a very loose belt the tight­ 
ener is made to act as a friction clutch. 
This particular mixer is driven by a 
two horse gasoline engine, which is 
belted to the countershaft. 
The en­ 
gine runs continuously, and the mixer 
is started and stopped by means of 
the belt tightener. 
Many other systems of driving might 
have been used in place of the rope 
belt. 
The main gear of an old self 
binder makes an excellent gear for a 
mixer. 
An old mower gear may also 
be put to good use in this connection. 
It is not necessary to have tile mixer 
driven by an engine or horse power. A 
crank may be attached and the ma­ 
chine turned by hand. 
Many prefer 
turning such a machine rallier than 
mixing the concrete with a shovel. 


A Large Num ber of Plants Bear Cleis­ 
togamous Blossoms. 
The never opening flower, or. as bot­ 
anists call it, cleistogamy, is well illus­ 
trated by the case ct the common 
sweet violet. 
The familiar purple, 
sweet scented blossom, which to most 
people is the violet flower, hardly ever 
produces any seed. 
Hut altogether un­ 
seen by most people it produces a 
number of minute, scentless aud col 
oriess flowers which never open 
These are self fertilized and produce 
abundant seed. 
The word (‘Irising 
anions expresses the fact that 
tin* 
fertilization takes place without the 
opening of the flower and lienee with­ 
out the agency of insects. 
Such never 
opening flowers occur in a large num­ 
ber of plants, sometimes along with 
blossoms of the ordinary sort and 
sometimes without them, 
it is a dis­ 
puted point, however, whether there 
is any plant which in all circumstances 
will produce nothing (ait cleistogamous 
flowers. 
There are nevertheless a 
number 
which normally produce nothing else 
As regards fertility, the seeds pro­ 
duced by the cleistogamous flowers are 
never inferior to those of the ordinary 
blossoms. 
In some eases they are su­ 
perior and in ut liers they are the only 
seed produced by the plant, 
j 
It has been found that the amount of 
I cleistogamy varies with the height of 
I the plants. 
The shortest bear cteis- 


j toga rn ic flowers only, and those a ii t- 
i tie taller have a few small open flow­ 
ers in addition to the closed ones. The 
j tallest plants have larger open flow- 


I ers. with only a few cleistogamic.— 
Botanical Gazette.

CITY MEN FOR FARMS. 


Many Would Make Good Hired Hands 
if They Had Chance. 
Many farmers throughout the coun­ 
try find it a difficult matter to get 
hired hands, while in the great cities 
there are thousands of men out of 
work. 
The problem of inducing some 
of the dow; and outs of city life to go 
out on the farms is claiming the atten­ 
tion of social students. 
A commission of the New York leg­ 
islature recently has been making an 
inquiry into the matter, though it has 
not taken up the subject exhaustively. 
John Mitchell, the noted labor leader, 
wa3 present at one of the sessions and 
made suggestions. 
The chief trouble seems to be that 
those in the cities who are always 
deep in poverty know nothing of coun­ 
try life, seldom if ever having seen 
the green fields. 
They were born to 
their conditions and ,know nothing 
else. 
Thousands of these men. no doubt. 
if they should be taken out and given 
jobs on farms would return to the city 
as soon as they earned money enough. 
That is because the city sights and 
sounds have become second nature to 
them. 
They would pine for the tilth 
and furore of their native element. 
But, on the other hand, there is no 
doubt that many men in the cities 
would welcome a chance to get away 
to the country for themselves and 
their families and would develop into 
excellent farm hands. 
The problem is 
to put these men in touch with farm­ 
ers who need them.
